Bootlegging Gains 

There’s more bootleg whisky 
made and sold today than during 
the prohibition era—and guess 
who’s complaining loudest about it? 
The very group that said Repeal 
would put an end to bootlegging 
—the liquor interests themselves! 

They care because this cuts a 
great hunk out of their business. 
And they lay it on taxes. 

But here are the figures, put 
forth by the Licensed Beverage 
Industries and substantiated by the 
records of the Federal agents: 
there’s more bootleg whisky sold 
today than there is of legally pro- 
duced, tax-paid whisky. Further- 
more, it is big business, well-fi- 
nanced and an inter-state operation. 
Legal production last year fell 
nearly 200,000 gallons short of 
that turned out just by stills that 
were seized. Still seizures this year 
indicate that bootleg output will 
increase about 20 per cent above 
last year’s. 

The distillers report that more 
than half the selling price of 
whisky today goes to taxes, that 
an average legal price of $3.75 per 
fifth must compete with an aver- 
age $2. per fifth retail price on 
bootleg whisky. 

We will probably do more to- 
ward solving the liquor problem— 
in all its facets — when we change 
our attitudes toward drinking. Not 
by prohibiting, but perhaps by 
looking upon drinking more as the 
Italians do— who regard alchol- 
ism as neither amusing nor charm- 
ing but as something to be shun- 
ned and pitied. According to a re- 
view in the N. Y. Times, when 
that delightful American comedy, 
“Harvey”, was produced in Rome 
this past summer, it was necessary 
to give the hero, Elwood Dowd, 
a touch of pleasant madness to ac- 
count for the fantasy of the rabbit, 
because the Italians just wouldn’t 
have laughed at drunkenness. A 
highly civilized people, the Italians! 








HRISTIANITY IS REALISM: It may not be reasonable for a “Chris- 
tian nation” to abandon all physical force in a world where men are 
the victims of international lawlessness. But it is a historical fact that the 
lawlessness of international communism is a result of spiritual and moral 
failure. To attempt the control of such international lawlessness by sheer 
physical force is only to increase the problem, for physical force without 
strong spiritual and moral purpose IS international lawlessness. It is for 
this reason we have been unable to bring order to a disordered world. 
The proof of our departure from moral and spiritual motivation 
is evident, not only in the condition of our domestic political life, but in 
our willingness to embrace the tyrannies and corruption of Franco, the 


French colonialism in Indo-China, Tito’s communism in Yugoslavia, the 


forlorn decay of the shrinking Chiang kai-Shek regime — all in the name 
of saving “Christian democracy’. The excuse given is that we’ve got to 
be realistic. But is it “realistic” to destroy the confidence of the world in 
our cause? To alienate ourselves from our most important allies? 

If America restricted our military power to strictly hemispheric 
defense, if we took a reasonable portion of our present enormous outlay 
for world-wide military domination and devoted it to sincere and earnest 
economic ‘and political cooperation with the free world, then we would 
soon be surrounded by a restored and confident world of free nations, 
giving to us a loyalty we cannot now command, a strength they do not 
now have.

REAT MILITARY REVOLUTION: Enough has leaked out about 

new atomic weapons to reveal that one of the greatest, if not the 
greatest, revolutions of military strategy in history is taking place. The atom 
bomb has been considered as a strategical weapon to be used against in- 
dustrial and population centers — because the stuff of which atom bombs 
are made has been so rare and expensive that no nation could afford to 
use them except on major targets. But in the past three years new meth- 
ods for the creation of fissionable material have been developed much 
more successfully than was expected, so that now atom bomb materials 
are comparatively cheap and abundant. Hence, military scientists have 
been secretly developing a whole array of atom weapons to be used in 
almost every phase of military action — such as artillery shells, etc. The 
numerous recent atomic tests by U. S. scientists offer evidence of the new 
abundance of atomic materials and the variety of uses now being under- 
taken. 

In terms of military strategy this means that specific atomic weap- 
ons can now be used against battleships, cruisers, carriers, destroyers, 
submarines, — anything afloat. Navy men dodge the issue, won’t admit 
the. fact, but navies will then be as obsolete as blunderbusses and battle 
axes. Today two fleets can slug it out for many hours and each ship ab- 
sorb many hits, but when atomic missiles are used, just one hit or near 
hit will obliterate a $300 million ship. Naval warfare will become abso- 
lutely prohibitive — with no nation or combination of nations being able 
to support such an effort. To the Russians who are known to be not far 
behind us in these developments, this point is a hopeful and reassuring 
one. American military might is chiefly a floating power — we carry it 


on ships. Soon Russia will be able to face any armada with the knowledge

Propaganda War 


A young Russian emigre, Gene 
Bylinsky, with many Russian con- 
tacts, has sent Between The Lines 
an interesting report on the tech- 
niques used by the anti-Commu- 
nist Voice of Free Russia, the 
broadcasting station of the Rus- 
sian anti-Soviet underground. The 
problem has been to successfully 
avoid the violent and persistent Red 
jamming of its daily broadcasts, but 
this has recently been solved in an 
ingenious way. One of the short 
wave transmitters of the Voice, 
broadcasting from a location near 
the Iron Curtain, has its dial set 
on the wave-length of the Red 
Army’s_ station — VOLGA. Then 
it monitors all Volga’s programs 
and steals every second of unused 
time. The Russian way of talking 
over the microphone is slower than 
the American, and the Voice of 
Free Russia intrudes at every 
pause. For instance, after the Vol- 
ga announcer stated on one oc- 
casion, “Eastern Germany repre- 
sents a true people’s democracy” 

. and then paused, the myster- 
ious voice concluded, “under the 
always watchful eyes of the Soviet 
secret police!” The Volga announc- 
er stuttered, then continued the 
broadcast. And at the end the 
Voice tacked on quickly, “People 
of Russia, rise against the Soviet 
regime!” 


The Soviets have been puz- 
zled and confused by these un- 
welcomed “comments” which in- 
trude on the pattern of their prop- 
aganda. Their transmitters which 
are maintained for the sole pur- 
pose of jamming the Russian lang- 
uage broadcasts from the West 
are helpless against this unique 


and effective infiltration technique 
of the Voice of Free Russia. Fur- 
thermore, this kind of anti-Soviet 
propaganda also reduces the risk 
of Soviet army men who want to 


hear “enemy broadcasts.”

The Voice of Free Russia sends 
out daily broadcasts in German 
and Russian, compiled by mem- 
bers of resistance groups and by 
Russian military men, which have 
proved to be very effective medi- 
ums of psychological warfare. 

In addition to radio efforts, the 
anti-Soviet underground also has 
distributed many small Russian 
language leaflets calling for the 
overthrow of Stalin’s regime. These 
constantly turn up in the Russian 
zones of Germany and Austria — 
in offices and in military installa- 
tions of the Red army, despite the 
terror of the secret police — the 
MVD. They have been found in- 
side Communist propaganda books 
and newspapers, pasted on fences 
surrounding Red army posts and 
among personal belongings of the 
military. Hundreds of suspected 
distributors have been executed 
and many others sent to Siberia. 
The leaflets emphasize that the 
Red army, having taken part in 
the defeat of Hither, has saved its 
own tyrants, and that Russia has 
become a huge concentration 
camp, producing planes and tanks 
instead of butter and bread. 

The initials, NTS, appear on 
some of the leaflets. They stand 
for the “National Alliance of Sol- 
idarists’, an organization composed 
of white Russian emigres and 
Soviet military men, some of 
whom occupy key positions in the 
“little Kremlin” of Germany — 
the Headquarters of the Red 
Army in Karlshorst. 

Mr. Bylinsky has sent us a 
photostat of one of these leaflets, 
along with the translation: “Sol- 
diers and officers of the Soviet 
Occupation Forces and Soviet Mil- 
itary Administration! Comrades! 
What did the victorious end of the 
war bring for our people? Having 
liberated others from the fascist 
dictatorship, we have left our peo- 
ple under a more terrible and 
cruel dictatorship than that of 
the Nazis. Injustice and poverty, 
terror and concentration camps — 
are the fate of our relatives at 
home. What can we expect? A 
new war and new sacrifices. But 
this will not bring us freedom and 
justice, it will not bring us a bet- 
ter and happier life. We will fight 
for our liberation with our own 
hands! We will fight for the peo- 
ple’s revolution. Be ready for it! 
Fight the bolshevists where and 
how you can! We will bring death 
to the tyrants! We wil! bring free- 
dom to the working people!” 





Russian Refugee Camps: De- 
spite the activities of many anti- 
Soviet underground movements, 
the U. S. is failing to use the 
greatest weapon we have in the

that they can fatally cripple any such sea attack at comparatively small 
cost or effort. We repeat — Navy men pooh-pooh all this. But the scien- 
tists who are equipping the Navy and building atomic weapons say that 
it is absolutely true. And the scientists have erred on the side of under- 
estimating atomic power rather than over-estimating it. 

BUT ONE GOOD SIDE OF THE PICTURE is that Russia de- 
pends upon mass armies — massed artillery. A group of only 500 trained 
atomic missile men could now make it absolutely impossible for a Rus- 
sian army to mass or move. A half dozen atomic missiles would com- 
pletely wipe out men and guns. 

So God has apparently relaxed his guardianship over the unlim- 
ited power of the physical universe. He has said to man, “You now may 
share my physical nature, but you must also share my spiritual nature, or 
you will destroy yourself.” Will we learn in time? (For further details, see 
the syndicated columns by the Alsop brothers, N. Y. Herald Tribune, 
Aug. 20, 21, 22; also recent Bulletins of the Atomic Scientists). 





HE CORE OF THE JAPANESE TREATY CONTROVERSY, 
which has been in the news from San Francisco, pivots on the fol- 
lowing: 

Russia is cashing in on the situation we have created by our mili- 
tary policy of claiming the right to establish a dominant military position 
for ourselves throughout the entire world — placing our guns, fleets and 
bombers at everybody’s doorstep — in the name of containing commu- 
nism. Americans have been led to believe that the world welcomes our 
military domination. The Russians have used many “big lies”, but at the 
present time this is our “big lie”. The plain hard fact is that, while the en- 
tire free world fears and hates communism, they resent and fear Ameri- 
can military domination also. It is open knowledge that strong tides of na- 
tionalistic passion exist in France, Italy, Germany, Japan, India, Burma, 
etc. But unfortunately the real truth is being suppressed in most news 
channels, and thus, the American people are not being permitted to un- 
derstand the issues involved in our quarrel with Russia over the Japanese 
Treaty. 

The Japanese Treaty we have set up makes many fine sounding 
statements, as did the Atlantic Charter, but the main thing it says is (1) 
that Japan is to remain a military base for U. S. military might; (2) that 
Japan is to be re-armed; and (3) that Japan is to be almost entirely freed 
from obligations and responsibilities resulting from the destruction and 
depredations wrought by the Japanese armies in the recent war. This last 
item could mean a fine Christian spirit of forgiveness, but all the world 
knows that we are not doing it from a Christian motive but because we 
want to free the Japanese from reparation payments so that they can re- 
arm and become our fighting allies. And therefore Russia is handed a 
powerful propaganda weapon to use against us in stirring up anti-Ameri- 
can feeling among the many people who were the victims of Japanese 
aggression. 

As we insist on the right to maintain powerful military bases in 
the Philippines, Formosa, South Korea, Okinawa, Japan, Indo-China, it 
it also openly admitted that our military leadership always plays along 
with and favors the rich ruling cliques of these areas — the families who 
own most of the land, control what industries there are, and loot the 
people in varying degrees. Thus we become in almost all instances closely 
allied with the old feudalistic regimes from which the people of these 
areas seek to free themselves, and again we give the Reds the very oppor- 
tunity they seek, — to stir native revolutionary passions on the one hand, 
and alienate the people from America on the other. 

This is not just an incident in our relationships in Asia. We are 
doing the same thing very largely in Germany — also in Italy where our 
representatives actually opposed land reforms, though every authoritative 
spokesman for Italy has said that land reform must come to curb com- 
munism. (See BTL, March 19.) 

The fact that our Japanese Treaty plan envisions the rearming of 
Japan has aroused immeasurable resentment among the nations which 
suffered Japanese invasions, just as the non-Communist peoples of Eu- 
rope have become infuriated by our efforts to rearm Germany. 

WHY INDIA STANDS ALOOF: These are the considerations 
that have caused India to remain aloof from the Japanese Treaty confer- 
ences. While the radio and press of America continue their tirades against 
Nehru and India for not joining us in the treaty, history will likely throw 
a very different light on the struggle. Just as India’s warning last fall that 
UN forces could not secure a peacetime settlement by pushing the Ko- 
rean war against China’s frontier now stands out with all of history’s 
terrible finality.

Russian deserters in Europe. The 
Washington Post (Aug. 22) re- 
cently reported that we hold them 
incommunicado in a top secret 
refugee camp outside of Frank- 
fort and don’t let them do any- 
thing but sit, eat, be interviewed 
by low-ranking counter _ intelli- 
gence agents. A few have been 
flown to the U. S. for more ques- 
tioning, but many of them have 
been so thoroughly alienated that 
in the end they decide they’d just 
as soon go back to Russia after 
all. We miss a great opportunity 
to sell.the West to them, and the 
blindness of Army brass must 
take the blame for the Army has 
complete charge of them — even 
High Commissioner McCloy can’t 
get at them. 

At the same time, the Red 
army in Eastern Germany is kept 
isolated from life around it, be- 
cause the Soviet fears the men 
will get ideas about the way peo- 
ple live in the West. 

Another face of the Russian 
resistance movement could be seen 
in Munich this past summer where 
Kerensky was working to organ- 
ize the various different anti-Com- 
munist Russians into one strong 
working organization. (See BTL, 
June 11 for more details on the 
various different groups now ac- 
tive in the underground move- 
ment ih Russia.) 


Freedom Message: Those who 
read Drew Pearson know of the 
freedom messages sent by _bal- 
loons into Czechoslovakia. In case 
you missed this report — fifteen 
million pamphlets urged Czecho- 
slovakians to remember that the 
entire western world was_ their 
ally in their struggle to regain 
their freedom, informed them of 
the anti-Red revolts that are rag- 
ing in all other satellite countries, 
and of the powerful defenses be- 
ing built up against further So- 
viet conquest expansion and final- 
ly urged them to exert all their 
strength to throw off the Soviets. 
- Harold Stassen who aided in 
the launching of the Freedom Bal- 
loons stated upon his return that 
there was no doubt that big holes 
were torn in the iron curtain, 
proving to the Red rulers that 
they cannot keep their people 
sealed off from the rest of the 
world. Newsmen from European 
capitals are urging that this psy- 
chological onslaught be continued 
and increased. Many of them who 
know the Communist areas best 
report that such effort would bring 
tremendous returns in weakening 
the Soviet position throughout the 
world, in shaking its authority. 


Will Congress Act? In the 
meantime, the American Congress

only official agency devoted to 
ideological warfare—the Voice 
of America. The Voice of Amer- 
ica has often been weak and in- 
effective. But does the GOP block 
of extremists, who fight the Voice 
and sabotage it, make any move 
to correct those weaknesses and 
make it into an effective weapon? 
No, that would not be smart po- 
litically. The political angle is to 
starve the Voice, keep it weak and 
then use it as a target to fight 
Truman. The struggle against Rus- 
Sia and communism is secondary; 
the struggle of men in Korea, in 
withstanding the Red _ onslaughts 
and in winning some of the mil- 
lions to our cause, is also a sec- 
ondary issue to these _ political 
strategists. 

As a voter, find how your con- 
gressman stands on this issue — let 
him know how you feel. 


Peace In Berlin: The headlines 
in American newspapers give the 
impression that the recent Berlin 
Red peace rally was a flop. This 
is not true — it was the American 
official counter moves that flopped, 
although all the advantages were 
on our side. According to the 
Washington Post (Aug. 20) the 
meager budget Congress allowed 
for propaganda warfare was used 
to the limit in the Berlin West 
Sector to counteract the effects 
of the rally on the millions of 
young Germans. We gave them 
food, literature, and a chance to 
see life in a free world. 

But the funds available ran out 
and our officials had to close up 
shop before the rally was even 
over. The German youth, lashed 
on by the Red _ propagandists, 
turned our way to see what our 
answer would be. The answer was 
“No funds”. 

This Congress voted $53 bil- 
lion this year for armaments, 
though many of the weapons will 
be obsolete before they are fin- 
ished. But no funds are available 
for an appeal to the mind of Ger- 
man youth—no funds available 
because it must all go to the tank 
manufacturers, the airplane fac- 
tories, the steel and aluminum 
concerns whose profits are ten- 
derly guarded by the congressmen 
—there’s nothing left for influenc- 
ing the mind of youth. 


Franco And Russia: A _ big 
howl has often been heard over 
the sale of war potentials to Rus- 
sia by such countries as England 
or Sweden, etc., but it has been 
revealed that, at about the same 
time the U. S. negotiators were 
making a deal with Franco to 
bring him into the Western Alli- 
ance, Franco had just completed a 
deal to sell Russia large quantities 
of refined copper,—one of the 
most important war materials.

Geographically, politically and historically, India is the heart of 
Asia.

OP AWAKENING? A powerful group of extreme GOP reaction- 

aries have been driving the Republican party straight into politi- 
cal suicide by following the rabid policies symbolized by the antics of 
Sen. Joe McCarthy. This senatorial clique — which also includes such 
figures as iraeran Wherry, Cain, Knowlang, with Sen. Taft flitting in 
pr out, and Speaker of the Ffouse Joe Martin, etc. >is mfuential be- 
cause it has the backing of the Industrial and financial giants who are al- 


ways the mainstay of GOP arch-conservatism. 





This group has been powerful also because the biggest newspa- 
pers, magazines and news chains, owned by multimillionaire conserva- 
tives, have thrown their pages open to the McCarthyites, and they have 
also been represented by one of the most highly touted radio speelers in 
the business. 


YOUTH REBEL AGAINST GOP: Many months ago Between 
The Lines reported that these GOP McCarthyites were destroying true 
Republicanism, and also that the Gallyp poll (See BTL, May 22, 50) 
revealed that three out of four young people coming of voting are said 
they were going to vote against the GOP. This report was generally sup- 
pressed by the usual news channels, and little explanation was offered in 
any source as to why the young people took this position. Since that time 
Between The Lines has had opportunity to test these findings in innumer- 
able contacts with youth groups and has repeatedly heard the answer that 
they are “fed up with ‘McCarthyism’ — don’t like the hit-and-run smear 
technique of the GOP.” Yet many of these same young voters were quick to 
say they thought Truman inadequate, and the Democratic Administration 
policies confused and inept, revealing that young voters over the country 
are not saying they will vote against the GOP because the Democrats have 
so much to offer but because their resentment against GOP tactics has 
become so strong. 

AT LAST: But it has taken all these months for a sufficient 


number of the GOP rank and file to wake up. That awakening has been

AMA and Health Plans 


Throughout America there are 
a growing number of cooperative 
consumer health agencies (prepaid 
medical care) such as the great 
New York Health Insurance Plan, 
and others in Washington, D. C., 
Seattle, etc., and leaders in these 
organizations, meeting recently, 
challenged the American Medical 
Association to stop merely talk- 
ing about voluntary health plans 
and start helping the good ones. 
The health group reminded the 
AMA that, two years ago, AMA’s 
house of delegates adopted twen- 
ty principles “designed as _ stand- 
ards for medical society approval 
of plans controlled by the paying 
subscribers” — because many con- 
sumer groups had protested “a- 
gainst the restrictive and monopo- 
listic action of medical societies in 
giving approval only to pre-pay- 
ment plans wholly controlled by 
them”. In many cities, Philadelphia, 
Washington, New York, etc., AMA 
doctors have fought all such move- 
ments, even when the highest 
standards were met, penalizing or 
boycotting doctors who associate 
with plans controlled by paying 
subscribers — to the point where 
law suits against the AMA groups 
have resulted. 

Hence the AMA was forced to 
disclaim such practices, but actual- 
ly has gone on making “unilateral 
interpretations which are inconsist- 
ent with, and tend to defeat their 
original purpose”, according to 
health leaders. In addition, local 
medical societies “with isolated ex- 
ceptions . . . have continued their 
restrictive and oppressive practices 
and have hampered the develop- 
ment of consumer-sponsored plans, 
in violation of the letter and spirit 
of the twenty principles.” 

So severe has been the AMA’s 
sabotage in some cases that the 
Cooperative Health Federation of 
America has been raising a People’s 
Defense Fund to support court ac- 
tions by some consumer-sponsored 
plans against local medical societies, 
to stop discrimination against group 
health doctors. Meanwhile, the 
Health Federation said that it con- 
tinues to stand “ready to cooperate 
with the AMA and local societies 
to aclfieve practical application of 
the twenty principles” and to se- 
cure the highest quality medical 
service possible. 

At the same time, there are 
many signs that AMA opposition 
is beginning to crack. Recently the 
Illinois legislature passed legisla- 
tion enabling consumers to organ- 
ize their own prepaid voluntary 
health plans, and the measure was 
not opposed by the Illinois Medical 
Society. And Thomas Hendricks, 
chairman of the AMA health serv- 
ices committee, informed the health 


leaders that he was “proud of the

achievements” of voluntary medi- 
cine, regardless of the differences 
in the opinion as to how to make 
it work. 

America has about the highest 
standard of medical services in the 
world (though Sweden, Denmark 
might challenge that statement), 
and Between The Lines continues 
to be strongly opposed to all forms 
of government compulsion in med- 
ical services. But socialized medi- 
cine will come unless there are 
changes in the present system. 
Voluntary prepaid health insurance 
plans covering all forms of illness, 
consumer cooperative clinics and 
community clinics organized by in- 
dustrial groups — all of which are 
now rapidly springing up over the 
country — point the way to the 
American answer to the threat of 
socialized medicine. 

Unfortunately, however, as the 
above report indicates, the top 
controlling elements in the AMA 
are still fighting in one way or 
another nearly every progressive 
development. We receive many let- 
ters from doctors who oppose the 
AMA policies, however, and who 
send us much interesting and fac- 
tual material about the progress 
being made towards the American 
answer, based on Christian sharing. 

Doctors’ Net Incomes aver-

Real Estate and Race 


In many news reports on the 


recent race riots at Cicero, 
Ill., the relationship of the 
real estate groups to the rioting 
and the shameful behavior of the 
police was played down or sup- 
pressed. It is true that the rioting 
was chiefly caused by irresponsible 
teen-age groups, but authoritative 
observers report that real estate in- 
terests, in their effort to block the 
movement of Negroes into the com- 
munity, did not hesitate to use the 
most vicious methods to attain 
their end. And the police not only 
did nothing to prevent the riot- 
ting but in cooperation with real 
estate groups took such action as 
would incite violence and further 
enflame the situation. It is also a 
fact that city officials, instead of 
exerting a constructive, restraining 
influence, hid out, making them- 
selves unavailable in a cowardly, 
irresponsible fashion. There are no 
doubt many white citizens who dis- 
approve of the mob action, but 
who are secretly pleased, in the 
hope that such violence would de- 
ter the trend among Negroes to 
move into white districts. They 
feel they are justified in their de-

jarred into action by the recent revelation through the nation-wide Gallop 
polls that only 15 per cent of the American public expresses any favor 
for McCarthyism; over 30 per cent had never even heard of the Senator 
—in spite of all the raucous efforts to be heard (!); 22 per cent of the to- 
tal voters were strongly unfavorable; 33 per cent were undecided. GOP 
strategists know that they cannot win an election with 15 per cent. In oth- 
er words McCarthyism hasn’t made much of a dent and where it has, it 
has hurt the GOP more than it has he'ped them. 

One element involved in this development is the religious angle 
— Sen. McCarthy is a Roman Catholic, hence initially many Roman 
Catholics supported him. But when it became obvious that in his smear 
campaign he only attacked Protestant figures, used Catholics almost en- 
tirely as aides and witnesses — Budenz. Bentley. etc..— the more en- 
lightened Catholics began to pull away from McCarthyism and in many 


instances opposed him. As evidence of this, another Catholic senator 


(Chavez of N._M.) finally attacked McCarthy on the floor of the Senate 
or “using the Church as a political weapon”. Can it be that McCarthy 
thought the campaign pushed in Spain, Italy, Argentina, etc., by certain 
elements in the Catholic hierarchy — to smear all Protestants as “com- 


munistic” — would work here? 


ANOTHER FACTOR: The moral element became apparent 
when the Senate investigations revealed the unethical and un-American 
tactics that the McCarthyites had used in achieving their political aims. 
In the last election, both the GOP and non-partisan groups had been im- 
pressed by the defeat of such anti-McCarthy nominees as Sen. Tydings of 
Maryland and others and thus the McCarthyites had temporarily gained 
political prestige. But recent senatorial investigations found, as most news 
channels were compelled to report (See N. Y. Herald-Tribune, Washing- 
ton Star, Aug. 7, 8, 9) that the campaign directed against the re-election 
of Sen. Tydings in Maryland by the McCarthyites was about the most 
rotten display of immoral and irresponsible political behavior on record. 
So great was the stench that many GOP leaders, who had stayed in flirt- 
ing distance of McCarthy, took to the woods. Although the McCarthy 
radio speelers have tried very hard to cover up and twist the facts, the 
stench remains. 

DECONTAMINATION: All these things have led to an open 
break in the GOP ranks — with the more responsible GOP leaders open- 
ly denouncing McCarthyism and all its works. Such senators, for in- 
stance, as Wherry and Knowland, are trying to decontaminate them- 
selves. But the many big pro-McCarthy newspapers, like the N. Y. World- 
Telegram, Chicago Tribune, the Hearst and Scripps-Howard chains and 
many others, have either just kept quiet and suppressed the above infor- 
mation or have continued to twist the facts to fit their political views. 
But most of the country’s greatest and most highly respected newspapers 
have come out in severe and scathing denunciation of the McCarthy 
thesis and technique — the N. Y. Herald Tribune, the N. Y. Times, 
Washington Star, Washington Post, St. Louis Post Dispatch, Louisville 
Courier-Dispatch and even papers in McCarthy’s home state such as the 
Milwaukee Journal, Madison Capital-Times, etc. 

LOYAL OPPOSITION: Much of the weakness on the present 
American political scene is due to the absence of a “loyal and honorable” 
opposition — as the British put it. New Dealism steadily deteriorated be- 
cause of this lack of an able and restraining influence; the low levels in 
present Democratic Administration can only be cured by the develop- 
ment of a quality of leadership in the opposition that can enforce reform 
or replacement. The Republicans have failed to produce anything that 
can command either.

sire to protect their property in- 
terests from the invasion of 
swarms of illiterate, irresponsible, 
untidy Negroes. But Negro lead- 
ers are just as determined that 
clean, responsible, educated Ne- 
groes should have the right to live 
wherever they can find suitable 
housing in these crowded days. 


Chiang’s Crowd Reforms 
The corruption within the Chi- 
ang government during its period 
of power in China has long been 
conceded. But apologists for Chi- 
ang have claimed that his group 
has since reformed. Do the fol- 
lowing facts convince you? 

The Chinese Air Force repre- 
sentative in Washington, Gen.F- 
T. Mow, has recently been recall- 
ed by Chiang for failing to ac- 
count for nearly $20 million en- 
trusted to him for buying equip- 
ment for the Nationalist Air Force 
and for training its personnel. It 
is considered doubtful that he will 
return to Formosa, but that he 
will instead seek political asylum 
here. He has been in the U. S. al- 
most constantly since 1940 serv- 
ing in various official capacities, 
serving as Chinese representative 
on the UN Military Staff Commit- 
tee, and since 1943 has been sta- 
tioned in Washington. He is, in- 
cidentally, a former brother-in- 
law of Chiang, as well as Chiang’s 
former personal pilot. He attend- 
ed the second military aviation 
academy in the Soviet in 1927. 


The charges leveled at Gen. 
Mow include: Lack of a clear 
statement of funds used for buy- 
ing military equipment; derelic- 
tion of duties, impeding the Air 
Force’s fighting power; espousing 
the cause of “disloyal” staff mem- 
bers; refusal to hand over public 
funds; undermining the Govern- 
ment’s prestige by spreading ru- 
mors. Gen. Mow’s delays in buy- 
ing equipment and gasoline are 
claimed to have hampered the 
activities of the Nationalists, caus- 
ed fresh delays in repairing planes 
and training personnel during 1950. 

Mow’s executive assistant, € 
Hsiang Wei-Hsjan, was also dis- 
missed and ordered home on 
charges of dereliction of duty, 
corruption and suspicion of be- 
ing a Communist agent. He, too, 
is expected to seek asylum in the 
U. S. in which case the National- 
ists may try to extradite him. 

Although this news was sent 
out on the AP wires, it was sup- 
pressed by many papers that are 
whooping it up to back Chiang. 
But we can’t whip communism by 
supporting and maintaining cor- 
rupt governments as we have been 
doing, not only here, but also in 
Indo-China, Indonesia, etc.
